COMMITTEE VICE CHAIRMAN TANG CHIN-CHIH WHO HE DESCRIBED AS 
A "VERY, VERY TOUGH REVOLUTIONARY" AND HE COMPARED HER WITH 
EANATICAL EXECUTIONERS HE HAD COME INTO CONTACT WITH DURING WORST 
DAYS IN THE CONGO. DESPITE POSTERS, DIPLOMATS POUND ATMOSPHERE
